The 
cniumittee was encouraged in their 
work l)y this, and at the meeting in 
Madisoiiville took further steps to- 
ward weeding out tlie impostors and 
bringing the membership down to 
wliat it should be. We will say here 
that too much praise cannot be be- 
stowed upon the secretary, Bob Morn- 
ingstar, for the noble work he had 
already done in pruning tlie list, as be 
Mot back over tSOO, which had 
aeot hi hf fpoplA who hadabso- 
iHlely^flioCliinf to do wHh ii awip a pers. 
At the meeting, the oommlttee turn- 
ed back eight or ten men who had 
OOBM as far as Madisonville with the 
firm belief that they were going to 
slip the lines and take the trip. This 
caused some liard things to be said 
al)uut the committee, and that too by 
active newspaper men wlio should 
liave shown their interest in the as- 
sociation by applauding the work of 
the committee. 

The committee, desiring to further 
pitHnote the welfare ot the ▲awei- 
atkm, offered a reacrfution to amend 
(he ooutitntkMi ao aa to eaclade f ra- 
tenud, eoHege, and other periodieala 
publiahed occasionally, but aa It re- 
quteed a two-tliirda vote, this was vo- 
ted down by a few newspaper men 
Mid ft number of interlopers, three of 
whom were afterwards found to be 
iniposters and were turned down at 
Madisonville. One kick was made by 
friends of the Masonic Home Journal, 
whidi paper made arrangements for 
its transportation by running the ads 
in tlie Louisville Post. Another pa- 
per tliat raised a howl was published 
by the "A. O. U. W." which paper 
doea not have a regular editor,at least 
his name does not appear. We pub-

ous not only to that section of the 
State but to Louisville as well. Dis- 
cussing the subject, Mr. Bradley said: 
"The citizens of Lancaster, my home 
town, have always been kindly dispos- 
ed toward Louisville, and if given or 
dinary encouragement they would 
come here to buy their merchandise 
They can go to Cincinnati, a distance 
of 144 miles, in four and a half hours, 
do a day's work and return at night 
From Lancaster to Louisville the dis- 
tanqe la only 110 milea and yet It re 
quirea neariy aeven honiato bmIk the 
trip. For neariy a qaarttf of • eentn- 
r T tbey have been compelled tonae a 
mixed tram, which makea no connec- 
tions on one end of the branch and to 
submit to a layover of two hours on 
the other end. The schedule time of 
this train ia oonwthiag Uha 1 aiiilea an 
hour 

"More than one-half of the business 
of the county, is in this way forced to 
use the Queen & Crescent route. Gar 
rard county subscribed $250,000 for the 
building of the branch road which 
runs a distance of 14 miles through 
the county. Every year the county 
has produced large products for ex 
port. Laat year, for inatanoe, the 
county produced 2.500,000 pounds of 
hemp and 1,800,000 poonda of tobacco 
a Dhalf million butiiefaC <tf wheat, be- 
sides corn, rye, oats and other crops in 
proportion. But notwithstanding this 
and the liberality manifested when 
the road was built, the people have not 
fared well at the hands of the Louis 
vilie and Nashville. This road is us 
ually ju.st and liberal and why it has 
been so remlm in thia inatanew I can- 
not tell. 

"More than a year ago, the South- 
ern railway made a preliminary survey 
through Garrard county from Burgin, 
in Mercer county to Jellico, and now 
It has a corps of engineers locating the 
road. I believe the road will be built. 
It will run through the beat farming 
land In the ooontiy— equal to any in 
the world, thence Into the eastern 
portion of Lincoln, Pulaski, Laurel 
and Whitley counties,connecting with 
the Southern at Jellico for Knoxville. 
When completed, the line will be for- 
ty miles shorter than the present 
lines from Louisville or Cincinnati to 
Knoxville. 

"The Southern extension is a neces- 
sity. If its lease of the Cincinnati 
Southern is ratified by the vote of the 
people in November, the Southern 
bids fair to get control of the Monon 
and Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton 
roads. This will give it terminals in 
Toledo and Chicago, and It will be a 
rate-making power in the bostnem of 
the Northweat. Kven withoot the 
mktttton of theaerondathe Sonthern 
with Ita St Louia line, will be com- 
pelled to build this extension at acost 
of $4,500,000, or double track the Cin- 
cinnati Southern at a cost of $2,000,- 
000. to Harriman Junction. Of course 
the Southern will not hesitate to 
build the extension, as it costs but lit- 
tle over half as much, and besides 
opens new agricultural and coal fields. 

"If the people of Cincinnuti should 
refuse to indorse the issue made to the 
Southern, then the teaaoM for hand- 
ing this extension are mndi more ap- 
parent, tor without the extenalon the 
Soothem will be totally onaUe to car- 
ry on ite bwriwf ■ To build the road

Whereas, if the road 
were to be constructed through the 
l^wer end of Mercer county, length- 
wise through Garrard aud out thro' 
the end of Lincoln county, it would 
escape the objections named and af- 
ford railroad facilities for a section of 
the country which is now denied them.

A farmer ahoald lie qaite a me- 
chanic in his nature to succeed in 
tilling the soil to the greatest advan- 
tage. So many farm operations are 
more or le.ss mechanical in their na- 
ture that tlie man without a mechan- 
ical turn is sure to do many things 
far from well. This is especially true 
in the matter of plowing-. Thousands 
of acres are plowed each season, the 
best resttlts of which are not expe- 
rieneed simply because the furrows 
were not tuned ptapeHj. Take Fig. 
1, for faurtanee. Mveh ptowiug is to 
be seen where, as in tkia case, the 
furrows are standing oa edge, little 
incliued beyond the perpendievlar.

In this position the upper part of the 
sod will not decaj-, but will keep on 
growing^, sending up shoots between 
the furrows, to th** annoyance of the 
cultivator. With furrows set like 
those in Fig. 1, there is a constant 
falling bade into the furrow after the 
plow has passed. «hieh laahes cz- 
eeedingly bad wwfc. 

The furrows ia Figs. S and S are 
well tuned and the sod wO! be en- 
tirely covered when the harrow has 
passed over the land. Fig. 3 shows 
how shallower plowing permits a 
more complete turning of the sod. 
Hut shallow plowing of sod is not 
generally desirable, •■ptriaHy if 
witch grass is in it. 

A good deal depends upon the plow, 
as well as upon the plowman, if a 
tnmm is to be well tamed. It takes 
sUn to fMhioa a asold board that 
will do the best kfaid of work, and. 
unfortanato it Is, maay plows have 
not had skill expended apon them. 
Don't buy a plow until yoa know 
from the work of the same make of 
plows that the "share" will turn the 
furrow neatly and deftly, and that, 
too, without the necessity of a con- 
stant "coaxmg" on the part of the 
one holding the handles. Uncler 
good average conditions, a first-class 
plow will alaiost run itself, relieving 
the wwrioaaa of mveh hard labor. 

Fig. 4 shows a eommon and poor 
result of asfaig haste in plowing "old 
ground," that is. groand that was 
planted the season before. In his 
haste to get over the groand rapidly 
the plowman often tries to earry too 
wide a furrow, with a result that a 
portion of the soil in each furrow is 
not moved at all. This is shown in 
the dotted portion. This cannot well 
happen in plowing sod, since the 
whole furrow is held together by the 
grass roots, and must all rise to- 
other. Bat hi old biad the earth Is 
crumbly and ndls ap over a pilrt 
that is not moved at all. As the ob- 
ject of plowing eM land Is to lighten 
the soil and expose it to the action 
of the air, there is no small loss in- 
curred by stirring for too wide a fur^ 
row. — If. T. Tribaae.

To prepare a bed for asparagus, 
take the warmest, mellowest land you 
have, spade it deep in September and 
work in lots of horse manube. Also 
use salt freely, say, half a bushel tc 
a. square rod. You can raise the 
young plants from seed, or get roots 
from a gardener or some neighbor, 
det out early ia. spring after a deep 
and tboroo^ spading. Keep clean 
and let grow two years if plants are 
little, so as to get strong roots. Then 
is the spring of the third year you 
can begin to cut for your table. Use 
a sharp knife and cut slanting. After 
the middle of June let grow. Cover 
well with coarse horse manure in 
winter, and loosen between roots 
with a fork early in the spring. — Ella 
M. Hess, in Agricultural Epitomist.

"IIow was it ever possible for half a 
lo7.on men to ride into a small town like 
Nortliiield, Miun., rob a bank and ride 
a«-:iy?" a-^kcd a reporter of a aian in New 
Vork whu knew the Youaftt brathcn and 
the James boys. 

The question eame up in a talk about the 
report tliat Cole and Jim Younger are to be 
paroled from the Miuneaota penitentiary, 
where they have been since 1878. 

The rejwrter had discussed many his- 
toric hold-ups, and compared the bandits 
jf a few yeai!) ago with tiie modern prod- 
uct of to-dajr, siMdi to the advantage of 
the fonner. Their daeliing methods ap- 
pealed to his sense of, "a good atory." In 
print the miidern liold-iip was a tame af- 
fair compared to some of those in history. 
, **8aeh a thiag," was th* rqdy, ''could not 
be done so easily now as in UM. Bank rob- 
bery re<iuires nerve of a peculiar order. I 
never engaged in tlie boriness myself, but 
at one time of my life 1 knew men wlio did. 
I was personally acquainted, for instance, 
with tiM Youngers and the Jameses. Left 
to thenuelves, the James boys would never 
have been surcessfid in bank robbery. They 
were better at holding up stage coaches 
md railroad trains. Kut to answer your 
question directly, the Xorthtield bank af- 
fair will illustsate th« method. 

**rhe gang that rode mto MinneM>ta did 
not plan any particular robbery. It was 
» sort of bandits' outing party. They rode 
into Minnesota leisurely. The party was 
composed of Cole, Jim and Hob Vountjer, 
Prank and Jesse James, ( harley Pitts, Bill 
('ha<lwell and dell Miller. They wwe well 
:nuuntcd. 

"The Voungers were the brains of the 
jiarty. Tlicy were always nun of good 
])resence. Bob was as handsome us a well- 
trained athlete. Healwnys impiessed wom- 
ea favorably. Jim was the politician of the 
trio. He could talk to men and get tiieir 
conlidcuce. Cole was more rcserve<l, but 
he ould have juiue<l any church on his lirst 
application. His eariy training was in a 
religious direction. 

' Tiiese three visited some of the resorts 
in Minnesota before the Northfield affair 
canic off. 'J'hcy learned a good deal in their 
visits almut towns, about tlic pcoiilo, for 
you mu»t remember tiiat tlicy were away 
•tf their compass when they wt re in Mim;e- 
sota. That's wliy they touched elbows with 
the people at the resorts. When the season 
was over they knew the best place to strike. 
They knew how to get into Xoi thlieid and 
how to get out of it. 

••Xorthtield had about 2,000 people. It 
was a quiet town. Th^ didn't dash bate 
it, as some people think. That isn't the 
way raids on banks were made in those 
days. Hob Voum;;ci-, ,Jes-c .lames and ( 
ley Pitts rode into tlie town tirst. very 
leisurely. They had no intention of crcat 
ing any snspicion by doing anything else 
It was a common occurrence for men to 
ride into town as they did. They tied their 
horses to a rack near t!ie b,:id;. Tliey stootl 
on the cornel-, as couiitryiinn do in a small 
town, and talked politics, as you and I 
would. 

"At the same time they were taking note 
•>f the people. They tarried on the l-or- 
nor at the hour of noon, and after, for that 
was the lime when people in a town like 
NorthlieM were at dinner. Tliey eat dinner 
in saeh towns at noon. There were fewer 
people' astir then than at any other hour. 

-WhUe they wct'e talking the other mem 
l)ers of the gnnj.', having undoubtedly had 
some sort ot siniiai, i.iiiie who ipinj,' and 
shouting down tlie main street. These were 
Jim and tMe YouBBcr. Bill Chadwell and 
Clell Miller. Every one of them had been 
with tjluantnll, and as tluy rode they ut- 
leied tiie rebel yell. It was new in Minne- 
bou. Naturally it startled the few people 
on the street. I'll venture to say that if a 
man should gallop down Broadway at its 
busiest hour and tire a pistol and yell, it 
would startle the crowd. 

"As soon as Hob Younger and his two 
friends saw that the people on the street 
were confused they added to the confusion 
bgr mnaing about shouting: 'Get oS i :e 
•tract!' You know how easy it is for one 
man to control a panic-stricken crowd. He 
can either make it run like scared animals, 
or he can, if he is cool, round it up to a 
sUndatiU. Yon have ■sea mrtaness of 
both kinds here in New York. 

"The cry of 'Get oflF the street!' was a new 
one In that quiet town. That it was uttered 
by strangers made no difference. People 
in a panic don't reason. If they did there 
would be no fatalities. Bob Younger knew 
this. He and Cole and Jim planned tfih 
whole thing in advance, tiet the pcopl* 
scared and they would run to their houses. 

"The moment Bob Younger saw the peo- 
ple on the run he and Pitts and James 
rushed into the bank. They had, however, 
flushed the game. The scare outside had 
penetrated the bank. The cashier, Hay- 
wood, had time to fathom the situation. 
He slammed the inner door of the vuiilt, 
shut and locked it. He must have been an 
unusually quick man mentally as well as 
physically. 

"His act diseoneerted even such men as 
Bob Younger and Jesse James. The latter 
lust his head. He drew a knife across Hay- 
wood's throat to scare him and make him 
open the safe. Hay wood didn't scare. There 
are few men who will not quail at the touch 
of cold steel. Jesse James cursed and raved. 
Two clerks in the b.ink escaped and were 
shot at. Bob Younger knew this was a mis- 
take, and left the bank. Jesse James fol- 
lowed, but turned, tired and killed Hay- 
wood. It ^as bad husiasm. It only infu- 
riated tho town. 

"There was no necessity for James' shoot- 
ing after he knew the safe door was closed. 
Besides, the uproar at the bank gave the 
town time to think, and the citizens went 
after the bandits, who rode out of town on 
a gallop. Bill Chadwell and CMl Miller 
were killed on the way out. In tbis case 
the warning to the people to get off the 
street was given too soon. If Haywood hud 
not had the warning be probably would 
have given in. 

"I read a statement credited to Jim 
Younger some time ago, in whieh he said 
Jesse James was not at the Northfleld bank 
raid. I don't believe Jim Younger ever 
said that. There was nothing to be gained 
by such a statement. He knew Jesse James 
was dead. 

"Frank James was not in the raul, hnt be 

was on guard. As the bandits rude away 
he joined them. He was taken sick, aud 
that is how Jesse James escaped. His love 
for Frank was always like that a woman has 
for her diild. He escaped and took Frank 
with him on the pommsi ef his saddle. In 
this way they rode hy sight and secreted 
themselves by day. 

"Sometimes Jes.se left Frank in a thicket, 
entered a town on his route and bought 
medicine, returned to the sick brother, min- 
istered to him, and at night they resumed 
their ride. This was continued until they 
reached Missouri, and a Kansas City doctor 
took charge of Frank and nursed him back 
to health right there in the town. I knew 
the doctor well, and I Itad the story from 
his lips. His account of that ride was «at 
jf the most exciting redtals 1 ever heard."
